London, ( lot. I L. The Medical Jour- 
mil's Bynorisia of Dr. Mack clinic's liouk 
ocoupius a column of that paper. Person- 
al professional pique is proiuiuout through- 
out, lie describes Dr. Gerhai'dt as a dis- 
credited rival, and .sneers at the lack of 
skill of tho Gorimni doctors generally. It 
is undeniably true that Dr. Mackenzie 
himself supplied the synopsis to the 
Medical Journal, and that, too, in defi- 
ance of his agreement with his publisher. 
Dr. Mackenzie complains that in prepar- 
ing hia defence he has been placed at a 
marked disadvantage by being refused ac- 
cess to important documents which were 
available to his assailants. He llien de- 
clared he bad never deceived his royal 
patient us to the nature of the malady or 
its serious character. On the contrary, 
the sufferer was kept accurately informed. 
The author has ample proof of this, 
and alleges thai the Gorman doctors made 
the charge of deception, knowing it to bo 
I'idse and hoping thereby to prejudice 
Frederick against his Kritish adviser. 
Beginning with October, 1887, Dr. Mac- 
kenzie says Prof. Bci'giimiin admitted 
that Mackenzie's course wis the correct 
one. The visit to linglaiid had been ar-

ened his life at least ten months. The 
statement is made that except when the 
lse passage was made and Berginann 
thrust hia linger into t he wound, Frederick 
never Buffered actual poin.

Tue F.miieror'* Reception by tin- Italian 
Court. 

EIo.mk, Oct. 11. — Emperor William was 
received on his arrival by King Humbert 
in full uniform, bearing the German or- 
ders of decoration. The Emperor wore 
the uniform of the Red Hussars and the 
order of tho Annunciati. The appearance 
of the royal personages on emerging from 
the railway station was the signal for 
tumultuous cheering. The troops saluted 
and the hands played the German nation- 
al anthem. liosides tho regular troops, 
all tho military clubs and popular asso- 
ciations were present. The inonarchs 
entered the state carriage, which was drawn 
by six horses, escorted by curiaasiers. Tho 
carriages which followed contained Prince 
Henry of Prussia, tho Crown Prince of 
ItJily, the Dukes of Aosta and Genoa, 
Premier Crispi, Count Herbert Bismarck, 
Count Solmi, and General Liebenan. The 
party proceeded directly to the Quiriiuil, 
where the Emperor was received by the 
t,>ueen of Italy, surrounded by the ladies 
of her court. After tho ministers and 
other dignitaries had also been presented, 
the Emperor, arm-in-arm with theQueen, 
proceeded to the belcony, followed by the 
King and ministers and other visitors. A 
crowd of 50,000 people had gathered in 
front of tho palace, and as the Emperor 
appeared they cheered and waived the 
German and Italian Hags. After ne- 
gotiations it was found impossible 
for the Emperor to visit tho Vatican be- 
fore receiving the Italian stato dignitaries, 
lie will go to-inorrow to tho residence of 
the German Minister, whore he will moot 
Cardinals Rampolla and Hohenlohe, and 
nuncios Mocenni and Agliard. Then he 
will drive to the Vatican, using the state 
carriage and horses sent from Berlin for 
that purpose. After a private conference 
with Cardinal Rampolla he will make his 
adieu to his holiness the Pope and will 
return to the Prussian legation, and thence 
proceed to the Quirinal in the Italian 
sLite carriage. 

Preparlug lor the Kniperor'n Visit. 

Rome, Oct. 10. — The city is asuminga 
festal apppearance in anticipation of the 
visit of Emperor William of Germany. 
Visitors from all parts of tho continent, 
as well as Italians from all tho provinces 
and districts are flocking hither, and faci- 
lities fur tho accommodation of strangers 
ate already overstocked. Balconies along 
the route the Kaiser will take in reaching 
tho Quiurnal from the railway station aro 
readily rented at 1,000 francs each, and 
sums aro oll'ored for such advantageous 
points from which to view thu procession 
which will easily exceed twice that sum 
by to-morrow noon. Tho Emperor will 
arrive at 5 o'clock to-morrow, p.m., and 
will occupy a suite of live rooms, over 
which a temporary tower has been erected 
whereon the Gorman and Prussian flags 
will be displayed. 

Tue t'.uipurur'a VUlt. 

Rome, Oct. 11. — Tho approaching visit 
of Emperor William is welcomed by the 
press, with the exception of tho clerical 
papers. A proclamation has boon issued 
by the Syndic which says: All Italy re- 
alizes the importance of the visit. Every 
preparation is being made for the Emper- 
or's reception,

REFORMS REQUIRED, 

The present appears to us to bo a favor- 
able time for the Board of Aldermen and 
the citizens of Victoria to devise sumo 
plan for the better government of the 
city. As all have seen the city's accounts 
have been kept in a very loose way and 
its revenue has been collected in a go-as- 
you-please style. There have been 
proper checks on either collectors 
treasurer, and the expenditure of the 
(axes paid by the citizens has been under 
no proper .supervision. The want of sys- 
tem in these matters has led to very 
grave and unpleasant results and the 
wonder, now that part of the truth is 
known, is that the consequences both to the 
citizens and the officials have not boon 
more serious still. Tho same want of sys- 
tem and effectiveness is seen in the man- 
agement of the streets and in keeping the 
city in something like u good sanitary 
condition. There has been a deplorable 
want of order in all that has been done. 
A great di il of money has been expended 
but. tin; • ults are not by any means com- 
mensurate with the cost. 

What the city wants in tho first place is 
a sound financial system. Every dollar 
collected should l)e promptly accounted 
for. The best system of bookkeeping 
should be adopted. Not a cent should be 
expended without the sanction of the 
proper authority, and tho treasurer should 
be in a position at n moment's warning to 
give tho authorised enquirer a true and 
exact account of the city's finances. There 
should be a strict and a periodical audit 
of the treasurer's books, and regular 
vouchers should be at hand for every, 
even the smallest, item of expenditure. 
The money transactions of the city cannot 
be conducted in too strict and too metho- 
dical a manner. There is no reflection on 
the integrity of the treasurer intended by 
these remarks. We believe him to be as 
upright a man us can be found in the 
province. But an honest man is never 
offended at being required to give a strict 
account of the money that pusses through 
his hands. He [is ever anxious for his 
own credit's sake that there shall not bo 
oven the appearance of irregularity in the 
business which he manages. It is the dis- 
honest and tricky man who favors n loose 
and disorderly way of keeping accounts. 
The worse the system the more easy it is 
to cover up pickings and stealings. The 
more perfect the system of checks the 
better pleased will be the honest man who 
has nothing to hide. The Board of Alder- 
men could hardly do better than to make 
the system of account-keeping that has 
been adopted by the Provincial Govern' 
meut their model. Under that system 
they would be certain that tho people's 
money will be neither stolen nor tnisap- 
plied without almost immediate discovery, 
and they would do well not to tolerate 
even the most trifling irregularity in 
those who have the handling of the city's 
money. No harm can come of strictness 
to either officials or citizens, while laxity 
and want of watchfulness, as wo have 
seen, are certain to be productive 
of tho worst consequences to all con- 
cerned. It is therefore in the interest 
of all that a thorough reform should be 
promptly made ill the financial depart- 
ment of the civic administration. 



It requires hut little reflection to see 
that tho streets and sewers (when they 
are made) of tho city should he placed 
under the supervision of a skilled official. 
Road making and road repairing is it 
science requiring technical skiil and ex- 
perience in the constructor. Roads fchul

A competent engineer to take 
charge of the streets and drains of the 
city wight appear at first sight expensive, 
but bo would, wo are quite satisfied, in 
the course of three or four years, save I 
t he citizens in hard money — to say noth- 
ing of increased comfort and convenience

The drainage of the city is moat im- 
portant'. Tim health and the livosof the 
citizens depend in a very grunt measure 
., n its being well una intelligently done. 



This has been known in thousands of in- 
stances all over the civilized world. If tho 
citizens of Victoria want to keep them- 
selves and their families in good health, 
if they desire to lessen the ravages of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, diarrhoea, and if 
thoy wish to feel safe when small-pox or 
cholera threatens the Pucific Coast, they 
will havo their city well drained and 
will place all its sanitary arrangements un- 
der the care of a man who has made sani- 
tation a study and who knows in all mat- 
ters relating to the preservation of the 
public health how to make the best of the 
city's natural advantages. If the city 
employed a good man to supervise the 
streets and to direct and advise the city 
Health Department, the improvement 
would soon be so great and so conspicu- 
ous that they would not go back to their 
present condition for live times the en- 
gineer's salary. 

We sincerely trust that the Board of 
Aldermen will not delay making the re- 
forms we have indicated. Every intelli- 
gent person must see that, they are badlj 
needed and that if tho city and province 
are to progress they must be made some 
time. No better time could lie found fur 
initiating them than the present; so the 
sooner they are begun the better. 

A RELIGIONIST'S VIEW. 

Our anti-capitalist contemporary has 
had the hardihood to tell us that the 
socialistic principles to which it gives 
utterance have the approval of ministers of 
the Gospel. We are quite certain that no 
educated clergyman who is endowed with 
an average share ol brain power would 
give the slightest countenance to its crude 
theories and its destruct ive teachings. ll 
is quite possible that a socialistic journal- 
ist may pervert the utterances of able 
divines in such a way as to make it appear 
that they bold \ iews with regard to the 
reorganization of the social fabric such as 
he disseminates. This is a very common 
trick. Passages can be turn from their 
context and made, to give support to doc- 
trines the very opposite of those taught by 
the speaker or the writer. We would 
have to see the whole i f the sermons or 
addresses to which our contemporary 
alludes before we could believe that there 
is any minister of the Gospel in Victoria 
who departs so far from tho religion of 
love which he professes to teach as to en- 
courage his hearers to hate and to vilify 
a fellow citizen because lie happens to 
possess more of this world's goods than 
the majority of his neighbors. In one of 
the most valued of our exchanges, the 
Canadian Baptist, we find the following 
passage. It is from a leading article on 
"Money — Its Use and Abuse.":— 

" Money is one of God's choicest gifls. 
With it the necessaries and comforts of 
life are obtained. The economy of tile 
world could not be carried on without it. 
Capital is needed for the great material 
enterprises of the age, to meet the higher 
demands of civilization, and fur all that 
goes to r 'line and elevate mankind. For 
many an undertaking accumulated capi- 
tal is required, and the breaking up and 
redistribution of accumulated wealth, as 
the modern socialist proposes, would be a 
world-wide disaster. Money is needed 
for enterprises of a moral and spiritual as 
well as of a material kind. In these latter 
it linds its highest use. Godly men ought 
to surpass all others along the line of 
laudable endeavor in the acquisition of 
wealth." 

Anti-capitalists of the Press and the 
Pulpit — if there are any of the latter in 
this province — would do well to study the 
above passage closely, so that they may be 
able to comprehend its full significance. 

HARKING BACK. 

Mr. Erastus Wiman has found that he 
made a very serious mistake when he let 
the people of Canada know that Commer- 
cial Union with the United States really 
means annexation. He has tried to cor- 
rect the blunder he made the other day 
by addressing an explanatory circular to 
tho Canadian press. But he has not, we 
think, mended matters from his own point 
of view. He has laid bare the ultimate 
design of the Commercial Unionists, and 
he will, we think, find it, difficult to gain 
any more converts to his scheme in any 
part of the Dominion. In vain is the 
snare set in the sight of any bird. Cana- 
dians know now what he is driving nt, and 
thoy will in the future be very shy of hiln 
and his schemes. There are but few 
Canadians who would not hold up both 
hands for reciprocity in trade with the 
United States. The only difference of 
opinion would be how far tho reciprocity 
should extend. Hut reciprocity and 
Commercial Union are two very different 
things. A free interchange of commodities 
would leave Canada at liberty to regulate 
her tariff to suit her circumstances. Com- 
mercial union would take from Canadians 
that liberty and force them to regulate 
their commercial 'intercourse witn the 
whole world (Great Britain included) in 
such a way as to suit the interests, real or 
supposed, of the United States. Canada 
would have nominally a voice in regulat- 
ing tho common tariff, but what influei c 
could live millions of people exorcise over 
sixty millions '/ Uudor commercial union 
Canada, as regards trade and taxation, 
would lose her independence. Her tiariif 
would be raised to tho American stand- 
ard, and her whole commercial policy 
would be regulated from Washington, 
We don't think that there are many Can- 
ildians who are prepared for this change, 
and this is tho change which Mr. Wiman 
advocates. Wo really believe that there 
are moro Canadians who, if tho alterna- 
tive were placed before them, and they 
thoroughly understood what commercial 
union means, would prefer political union 
to such a humiliating condition of do.

MAKE THIS A SERIOUS MATTER. 



Ilomanca of tliu GIU-Girynno Affair 
— Tit* Storj- after Nuptials Tola by an 
lutlmata Vtlend— An Authentic State- 
ment Made fur the Flnt Time. 

(Copyright 1883.) 
It is safe to assume thut not a year pas- 
ses in the record of the amazing nmr- 
riaaje law» existing in tliu Kmpiro State, 
without Home such episode as that of tliu 
famed escapade of \V. Fearing Gill anil 
Edith Ollvo Gvryoiie; only these do not 
UK .tally leak out. It has taken some time 
to get it the facts In this now famous 
case, which would never have attained its 
extraordinary celebrity hut that it hap- 
pened at a tiiao.wheu the Metropolitan 
press was languishing from a dearth of 
news, anil in a ripe condition to magnify 
a inole-liill Into a mountain. The acci- 
dental marriage of a couple in je.-d,, and 
their speedy awakening to the dangerous 
Berioujmesa of such a diversion, is nj nov- 
el Ly in the State of New York. Some of 
tho features in this case, however, now 
for til* first time made known, are cer- 
tainly exceptional. It lias only recently 
lieen revealed how the news of tho aliened 
marriage reached the New York papers. 

It appeared first, through the breach of 
confidence of a whilom bosom friend of 
the bridegroom of an hour. This Judas 
sold, his benefactor out for a pitiably 
Minall mess of pottngo It appears, and left, 
him to tli o by no means tender mercies of 
the reporters who till the columns of tin 
Metropolitan press. This was tho first 
Hhotin the fusilade of sensationalism that 
ensued. Following ! t enmo the midnight 
siege of the press haunted litterateur, his 
rude awakening from his slumber by the 
advance guard of scribe pickets, and their 
defiant threat to publish a story that had 
come to their newspaper through a "side- 
dour," unless their victim succumbed to 
their coercion and yielded up the Lie s to 
the n. A near friend of Mr. Gill, assures 
t he writer of this article, and he is in pos- 
session of all the facts, that nothing hut 
apprehension than a warped and distorted 
1 1-sue o£ lies compromising to an estima- 
ble lady would be published, otherwise, 
forced from him the leluctantiidmission of 
the civil marriage contract, Faced with 
the issue that he had heen betrayed by a 
false friend, made evident from the fact 
that his bouse address had been given to 
the reporters by this Judnsjiis only al- 
ternative) then, was to give himself up as 
a tttVg'efc of public discussion rather than 
imperil the namo of a young lady. A 
second chapter of this now celebrated case 
was opened by the return of tho Vauder- 
lillts, and society's curiosity was whetted 
to a keen edge. The conviction that some 
inexplicable mystery existed, was deep- 
ened by tho knowledge, to no small p il- 
lion of thu fashionable world, that tho 
lady was engaged at tho lime of the an- 
nounced mar rl ago in June but, to an 
Knglishlimn, whom she bad met butt sum- 
mer at Xarragansett, and, :n lo Mr. Gilt, 
it was claimed by his friends that he was 
not a marrying man, nor at all inclined 
to sentiment al impulses of such intensity. 
Not more than half a dozen people out- 
ride of the VanderbilD and G ivynnu fami- 
lies knew that t he act ual basis of the con- 
tract was a "mock mnuiage" supple- 
mented by a brief and fanciful episode ol 
no moro gravity. It was thought, how- 
« ver, that whatever the basis ol the acci- 
dental event, that the sober judgment ol 
tho YandeibiltH might decide to recom- 
mend that Mia civil contract be confirmed 
by a church w editing. 

This coiicluHjoasieema to hnve boon jus- 
tified by wach aetton as. the Yauderbllts 
hnve taken nlnoe ihelr return; Such a 
terininailna, however, of this nine days' 
wonder «r»» nullified by tho attitude 
taken by tb« bridegroom-elect, lie felt, 
KOliin fricuU my, that he was, from cir- 
cuinstHiieos fceyoud his control, on trial 
before tk* oeciety world, tie was not a 
free agent, anyway, and should he go for- 
ward as indicated, 1 ho misconstructions 
thut bad been placed upon his motives; 
would be Indelibly con firmed. No mater- 
ial a«»Ta(Hiigo possible would weigh in 
the balance, with a man of peculiarly sen- 
sitive temperament, and his decision was 
anticipated by all of his intimates. This 
conclusion was finally announced to the 
lady's family early in the month, but a 
serious accident to Mrs. Yanderbilt that 
occurred at Newport, deferred any further 
action until the present week. It appears, 
now, that a council of well-known law- 
yers Las taken place, that both sides an- 
nounce; that no church ceremony "will oc- 
enr, and it only remains for the legal ex- 
aminers to come to an agreement :is to tho 
status of the civil marriage of June last. 

Meantime, as far as it goes, the con- 
tract has not been formerly annulled. The 
momentous question remains yet to he 
settled; whether or not, .should Edith 
Uwynuc elect to wed her devoted son of 
Albion, who, alone holds a place in her 
heart, she would challenge an action for 
bigamy, or whether or not, the over-chiv- 
alrous Fearing Gill is free to follow his 
inclinations without a similar peril. An 
eminent pillar of the law assures me, 
that a divorce could be readily obtained 
under the laws of Rhode Island, or an 
anuullmeiit of the civil contract without 
a divorce In New York, but only upon 
grounds which would not be ultimately 
agreeable to the parlies. The hoped for 
outcome of the affair, is now clearly de- 
fined. Eminent counsel hold thut (hepai- 
tics Interested had no serious "intent" of 
being married; and even if they had, 
there was uo completion of the civil con- 
tract demanded by the laws of tho State, 
and that, therefore, a duly appointed ref- 
eree will bold thnt tho marriage an- 
nounced, only under threat, and uncon- 
firmed by the after consent of either 
parly, la not a legal marriage, even 
civilly. 

Tho comedy adjuncts of this much 
talked of episode have been numerous 
and unique. For instance, the ring used 
at thu "mock marriage," was an enor- 
mous "key-ring," attached to a bunch of 
kpys. Neither Mr. Gill nor Miss Gwynno 
remember what form of declaration they 
used ou either occasion; neither could 
swear tli at any complete declaration was 
made, but. bot h would swear that no en- 
gagement existed between them previous 
to the burlesque marriage; and that 
neither contemplated matrimony at the 
time. The whole affair seems to be at 
the outset simply a "high jinks." Per- 
haps, if the newspapers were to visit 
similar consequences upon all "society 
larks," New York society would ho 
tamer, even than it is. The sustained sa- 
tire upon tlie Sun kept up continuously 
for eight weeks by Tmni Topics, is per- 
haps tiie most amusing incident that has 
followed In the wake of this sensation. 
The Sim, it seems, under a misapprehen- 
sion as to Mr. Gill's literary connection, 
made an attack upon the. society paper, as

It 
seems rat her odd to an American thai the 
Canadians should grow fotul of h count ry 
which is theirs only by tolerance. Every 
citizen of the United Stales kuowsthat 
he has a great hit; interest in his country, 
the lowliest of Frenchmen feels that a 
good share o( the burden ol government 
rests on his shoulders, the German is 
willing to run any risk for the sake of his 
mighty Kaiser and the I'higiishnuiu is 
forever happy in contemplating Mu< glory 
of the British empire. Ii is ililllenlt to 
see what t. lie Canadian has to I haul. Kllg- 
kindfor. No sooner does the Dominion 
get in a little squabble with a friendly 
power like the United Slab s than She is 

suddenly corked up.body, soul and ts, 

by an absolute order from the mother 
country to observe absolute silence, No 
matter what the tension of feeling is or 
how anxious and worried (lie Canadians 
may be, thee are .shut up like n lot of 
school children and told to wait fov their 
instructions from that majestic and om- 
nipotent diplomatic genius, Lord Srtlis- 
bury. The Dominion has all the misery 
and none of the fun of what is some- 
times known as diplomatic statesman- 
ship.

He was a 
lumberman by trade, and originally came 
from eastern Canada, though he had 
worked for many years in Michigan, and 
iaterlyat Colvi'lle, W. T. lie had been 
prospecting during tho summer, and at the 
time of his death was engaged in getting 
out timber and making shingles for the 
houses being built in camp.

DWIGHT LYMAN MOODY, 

The Noted Evangelist Arrives In Victoria, hut 
Too 111 to Sneak in I'ubllc-The First 
Meeting in the Holler Kink. 

An audjV'nce of upwards of ono thousand 
was in attendance at the roller skating 
rink last evening, drawn thither by tho 
announcement that tho world-renowned 
evangelistic worker, Dwight Lyman 
Moody, would be present to conduct the 
meeting, the first id" a series of special re- 
vival services to bo held under his direc- 
tion. 

The rink had been prepared for the ac- 
commodation of a vast audience, although 
their comfort had not been very well an- 
ticipated, the broken windows admitting 
far more cold air than required to unsuro 
proper ventilation. 

On a platform erected at the Yates 
street end of tho building, the choir 
under tho direction of Mr. J. G. Brown, 
and comprising about one hundred voices, 
was stationed. Prof. Sharpo presided at 
the organ, and the musical portion of the 
services, which occupied a greater part of 
the evening, was certainly a treat to all. 
The music consisted only of the old fam- 
iliar hymns in the Gospel hymn book, but 
rendered with a heartiness and power 
seldom thrown into the church music of 
to-day. 

Mr. Moody being expected to arrive by 
the steamer Olympian, the time prior to 
the arrival of the boat was utilized in a 
prayer and praise meeting, in which the 
local clergy on the platform: Revs. Starr, 
McLeod, Eraser, Pugg and Wadinan took 
part. Shortly after nine o'clock, Rev. 
Mr. Reed ascended the platform, 
accompanied by Mr. Moody's companion, 
Mr. Studd, and announced that Mr. 
Moody, owing to illness which confined 
him to his bed, would be unable to be 
present at the opening service, lie would 
bo at the subsequent meetings, however, 
ami would remain two or three days 
longer in the city than he had originally 
intended. He introduced Mr. Studd, 
whose brother, by his noble devotion to 
the missionary cause, had become known 
and loved by every Christian worker in 
the world, and who himself has been the 
means of accomplishing great good dur- 
ing his association with Air. Moody. Mr. 
Studd was brief in Ilia remarks, which 
were impressive and evidently created a 
deep impression on the minds of many 
of his hearers. 

Last evening's service, on the whole, 
spoke well for the interest taken by the 
people of Victoria in the religious awaken- 
ing which is taking place, and cannot 
have been other than productive of inucli 
good in the hearts of those wdio attended, 
The rink has been comfortably seated for 
the accommodation of all ami a conveni- 
ent entrance! from View street arranged. 

Morning, afternoon, and evening ser- 
vices will be held during Air. Moody's 
visit, and the giand union choir will be 
present at each to assist in the work of 
revival.

The Jury in tho Fire Inquest Decide That M. 
(!. Power's Residence Was Wilfully 
.Set on Fire. 

An inquest into the origin of tho tire at, 
M. C. Power's residence, Superior street, 
on Tuesday evening, was held yesterday 
afternoon in the police court room. Air. 
Robert Ward, .). P., presiding. The jur- 
ors, Messrs. William Wilson, foreman, 
W. Shears, D. Spencer, M. Young, and 
W. McDowell, having been sworn in, an 
adjournment was ordered to the scene of 
the lire. After an examination of the 
house and promises the jury again met 
for the reception of evidence ill the court 
room. * 

Mr. W. H. Dorinan, sworn, detailed 
how he had been called to the lire by 
someone whom he did not know, and 
how he had kept it in check with a garden 
hose until the arrival of the chief engin- 
eer, Deasy. 

Chief engineer Thomas Deasy, sworn, 
deposed to receiving the alarm, and go- 
ing at once to the fire, rinding Air. Dor- 
man already on the scene keeping the tire 
in check with a garden hose. On bis 
arrival Air. Dorman gave him the hose 
and he entered the house through the 
window and extinguished the fire. Found 
a lire in the roof, a long, narrow hole in 
tho bedroom coiling and. another i:i the 
floor, providing strong draught, After 
extinguishing the tire, searched the house 
and grounds. In one cupboard found 
a pile of burning rags, in another a pile of 
paper saturated with coal oil. Also found 
a can of coal oil on tho kitchen table. 
After eleven o clock on the nii/lit of the 
fire was asked to move the trunk near 
which the fire apparently originated, and 
under which Airs. Powers said she had 
$200 in bills. Did so, and found a quan- 
tity of charred paper, which was produced 
in court. The bottom of the trunk was 
not burned. In the barn found some 
books, quilts, a Japanese cabinet, and a 
quantity of other goods, which subse- 
quent developments showed to have been 
left with Airs. Po,vors for safe keeping. 

W.G. Sihipsou deposed to discovering 
the tire and assisting Air. Dorinan to got 
it under control, while his companion 
sounded the alarm. 

Ji. Pluinmer explained how he had led 
certain property in Airs. Bower's 
charge. Mid was not at all surprised at 
finding it in the barn. He, too, gave 
evidence of the tire and the preparations 
for lire in the cupboard. 

Airs. Bowers was staying at Airs. 
Jamieson's, Johnston street, the night of 
the lire. Always kept the kindling in 
closet oil' the bedroom. She never kept 
coal oil in the house. Shu left no Limp 
in the bedroom on leaving the house after 
six o'clock on the night of the lire. 

Police constabloAbel also gave evidence 
in regard to the traces of incendiarism at 
the house. lie called Chief Engineer 
Daisy's attention to the lire, and assisted 
him in searching the premises. 

The evidence produced was given to the 
jury at 5 o'clock and after being out for 
about live minutes they i oturiicd a verdict 
that the lire was the work of an incend- 
iary. It will now be the duty of the 
police to ascertain w ho the incendiary 
was, and to fasten the charge upon the 
guilty one. At the inquest Air. AI. II. 
Cowan appeared for the British Columbia 
Insurance Co., in which Air. Powers hold 
a policy for !S(100 on household goods, and 
Air. Macnab Stewart for Mr. Powers. 

A curious incident of the inquest was 
that the cinders, which were supposed to 
be the remains of bank bills, upon micro 
scopic investigation proved to' be old let- 
ters, pod cards, etc., addressed to Air. or 
Ali.ss Powers, no sign of money being 
found anywhere.

That, in order to facilitate busi- 
ness at the annual convocation, all local 
unions be requested to close their yearly 
accounts not later than the last week in 
July, also, that the provincial correspond- 
ing secretary forward statistical blank 
forms to them before Juno 30th. and that 
they be filled and returned to the secre- 
tary not later than July 31st. 

(<i.) Resolved, That as the World's W. 
0. T. I . hive determined to petition the 
governments of the world against the ex- 
isting moral evils, particularly intemper- 
ance, tobacco and opium, this convention 
recommend the local unions to continue 
the circulation of this petit ion throughout 
our province to bu signed by every wo- 
man above the age of Hi. 

(7.) Resolved, That, as in the eastern 
provinces Loyal Legions are superseding 
Bands of Hope, we re-organize the latter 
I under the name of "Loyal Legions," num- 
| boring them according to the order of 
j their organization. 

(,S. ) Resolved, That as far as practic- 
able wo recommend all members of the 
W.C.T.U. to withdraw their support 
from grocers who hold liquor licenses. 

Whereas, The great hope of our 
country freeing itself from the terrible 
drink curse lies in training the children 
up iii tiie principles of total abstinence 
from alcoholic liquors, and, whereas, it. is 
essential to this end that the nature and 
injurious effects of alcohol upon the 
human system be taught in our public 
schools, therefore, 

Resolved, That the duty of introducing 
into the public schools of the province, a 
text book upon the nature and etl'ect of 
alcohol upon the human system, similai to 
that in use in the schools of Ontario, bo 
respect fully urged upon the government, 
ami that a deputation from this conven- 
tion be appointed to wait upon the minis- 
ter of Education for that purpose. 

(10.) That the minutes of tho conven- 
tion be printed and forwarded to t.ie local 
unions within three months from the date 
of convention, and that a committee on 
printing be appointed to carry the same 
into effect; said committee to endeavor to 
procure a sullicient number of business 
advertisements to defray the expenses of 
printing. 

(11.) That recognizing in the prosecu- 
tion of our White Cross and White Shield 
work the necessity of shelter and protec- 
tion for our unfortunate fallen sisters, we 
formulate a plan whereby wo can provide 
and maintain a home for such. 

(lli.) That as our hope so largely lies 
in training the children early in temper- 
ance principles, we add to our depart- 
ments that of kindergarten work, and 
earnestly recommend our superintendent 
to institute temperance kindergartens in 
connection with each local union.
